service with oil burning apparatus 


The use of oil aa a fuel was not intro- 


duced for economy. Tbe management of 
tbe road was led to make a test on ac- 
count of the scarcity of ooal. It oasts 
hree cents a mile to ru|i an engine on 
ooal, while It is estimated that It will 
cost 13 cents to run an engine with oil 
Che oil coats three cent a gallon and It la 
Ignred that an engine will consume four 
gallons of oil In running a mile. Tbe en- 
gines are to be equipped with tbe oil 
burning device more for oases of emer- 
gency than anything else. In speaking 
of the use of oil, Master Mechanic Mudd 
said to tbe Springfield Journal reporter:

"In our test on engine 133 last week, 


we found that only one-half the ordinary 
amount of ooal was used on a trip. 
But 


one half tbe oil was consumed that will 
be ordinarily used. 
Tbe test was satis- 


factory to us. This means of producing 
steam was at one time tried on tb» St 
Louis Terminal railroad and good results 
were obtained " 


The valve which will cany the oil to 


tbe fire bos sits back and beneath the 
mud ring. Tbe oil Is thrown at an in- 
cline, striking tbo back of the fine sheet 
eight inches below the flues. Tbe jet 
through which tho oil passes Is about 
eight inches wide. The forward portion 
of the Ore box is bricked up with a three 
Inch wall from which an arch extends 
upward and backward about three feet 
The sldei of the firebox are also bricked 
up. 
The ash pan Is removed and in its 


place there is a concave sheet of boiler 
Irou, through which is arranged an air 
draught, 10 by 34 Inches. Through this 
la furnished sufficient air to cause proper 
combustion, being regulated by means o 
a damper in tho cab. It costs about $200 
to equip an engine with this contrivance 


When the oil is taken from tbe ground 


It Is very ttblok and of a black color. I 
also contains more or less oi animal am 
mineral substances. 
To thin the oil, a 


steam pipe will connect from tbe engln 
to the tank wbiob will keep tbe oil at a 
emperature of 85 degrees. It will also 
erve to destroy some of tbo impurities be 
ore the oil is injected into the firebox. 


An o'l tank largo enough to carry ol 


uffiolent for a trip of several hundred 
miles, is constructed for engines using oi

One gratifying feuture of tbe use ot o; 


s that It docs away with tbe dense smok 
rom tbe engine. The smoke from an on 
gitie nblch UbCS oil is of light color an

The storm swept down 
on thorn with OOP floroo stroke and the 
merry laughter and glib talk of tho happy 
Inmates were quickly turned to shrieks 
and groans. The house was entirely de- 
molished.

Discovery by Dr. Snnnrelll of Montevideo, 


—Fount! in IHoodbut Not in Intestines. 
Washington, July 31.—Surgeon General 


Wyman of the Marino hospital service 
had translated an account written by Dr. 
Sanarolll, of Montevideo, of his discovery 
of what be claims to bo yellow fever 
germs and whloh he calls Ictoroid bacil- 
lus. 
He says the bacillus was discovered 


in the second cnse examined. The doctor 
dwells upon tho difficulty of making sure 
of the results because of the numerous 
microbes found in yellow fever patients. 
The particular germ, which he holds to 
be responsible for the yellow fever, Dr. 
Sanaralll says Is found In the blood or the 
tissue and not In the gastrointestinal 
cavity. Be says, however, tbat in yellow 
as in typhoid fever, the digestive tract is 
the seat of abundant bacilli coll, but does 
not associate these with the real yellow 
fever microbe. Be concludes, therefore 
that the virus of yellow fever does not re- 
side in the intestinal tube. 
"And that it 


is toxin nnd instead of being absorbed by 
tho intestinal walls is laboratefl Into the 
interior of organs and In the bjood."

Its Assertions and Arguments Con 


sldered and Answered In 


Six Farts. 


PART I. 


"Recognizing that the money question 


is paramount to all others at this time 
wo Invite attention to tbe faot that tb 
constitution names silver and gold tc 
gether as the mcney metals of the United 
States." (Plntform ) 


This statement is Inaccurate and inten 


tlonally misleading. Tbe only plnoe in 
wbiob tbe constitution "names silver nrn 
gold together" is where it declares tha 
"no statu shall niuko anything but goli 
and silver coin a tender In payment o 
debts." It doe; not say that silver an 
gold shall both be coined in an unllmlte 
manner or that either one or both sbal 
bo coined at all, but specifically gives t 
congress tho power to determine what th 
coinage of the United States shall be 
both as to the metals used and tbelr rola 
tlons, by saying In explicit terms In seo 
tlon 8 
"Tbe congress shall have powe 


to coin money and regulate tbo vain 
thereof" It does not "nam^e silver an 
gold together" as tbe platform enys, bu 
names gold and silver together, pointed! 
giving the preference to gold by raying in 
section 10• "No state shall make any 
thing but gold and silver coin a paymen 
for debts " If anything Is to be Inferre 
as to the relation which it intended tba 
the two motuls should bear it is olearl 
that go,d was to be preferred, since It I 
first named in the only plnoe where tb 
metals are mentioned. If the trainers o 
tha platform wanted to be Irani:, why dl 
they not follow the wording of tbe const: 
tutloD In their statement nnd say "go! 
and silver" Instead of reversing it in 
Buying ' silver and gold." 


"Tho first coinage law passed by ODD 


gTess under the constitution mnde tbe 8,1 
\or dollar the money unit und iidmltto 
gold to free coinage nt a latlo bused upon 
tho silver collar unit " (Platform ) 


The Drst colnnge law clearly made golt 


a standard by first naming all tbe gol 
coins whlon, It said, should be of the v;il 
ue of n given number of units and sal 
thnt the unit should be "of tho voluo of ft 
Spanish milled dollar as the same Is now 
current, and to contain 416 gr»lns o 
standard silver." If the advocates of sil 
vor Insist that this aot Interpreted thi 
moaning of the constitution and ibn 
this interpretation must be followed, why 
do they now Insist upon a standard\sllve 
dollar with only 419K grains of si'ver iu 
dtead rf tho 410 grains which the act fipe 
olfloally names' By tboir own proposl 
tion they demand a violation of what they 
olnlm Is a oonetltulonal requirement 
Tals act which they claim Is an Interpro 
tatlon of tbo constitution on this ques 
tlon provides that "every fifteen pounds 
weight of pure silver shall be of oqua 
value In all payments with one pound 
weight of pure gold." If this Is an In 
terpretntlon of tbe constitution vby do 
these sticklers for its observance propose 
to violate It by saying that ever; sixteen 
pounds' wolght of silver shall now be 
equal to one pound of gold? 
Would there 


not be o ual authority for saying that ev- 
ery seventeen or eighteen or twenty or 
thirty pounds' wolght of silver shall be 
equal to one pound weight of gold? By 
tholr own proposition to change tbe ratio 
they admit that neither tbe constitution 
nor tbe first act passed under It is bind- 
ing as to the future relations of gold and 
silver as money 
Tho faot tbnt this aot 


specifically 
said "that 
every fifteen 


pounds' weight of pure silver sball ba of 
equal valuo with one pound weight of 
jure gold" Indicates that gold was ID 
tended to be tbo measure of value, for hod 
tbe fratuers of this aot Intended that sil 
ver should be the measure they would 
havo sold that one pound ot gold should 
>e equal In value to fifteen pounds of eii 
ver. 
Alexander Hamilton, who wns one 


of tbo framors of the constitution aud 
vhoso report to congress was the basis of 
his not said ot tbe allegeS unit, the Span 
sh dollar, "ttiat species of coin has never 
bad any settled or standard value * * * 
while feold has a fixed price by weight 
«itb an eye to its fineness. Tills greater 
tablllty of tbo value of gold coins Is an 
Argument 
of force for regarding the 


money anlt as having been hitherto vir- 
uully attached io gold rather than sli- 
er." 
If tho iramers of this platform insist 
hat tho first coinage act passed under tbe 
onstitutlon is an exact Interpretation ot 


the'meaning of that Instrument, why 
have they and their party always Insisted 
that a protective tariff Is a violation of 
the constitution when they know that the 
very first aot passed under that constitu- 
tion declared that tbe tariff duties which 
It levied were "for the support of govern 
ment and tbe encouragement and protec 
tlon of manufactures?" 


PART II. 


' Wo declare that tbe act of 1S73. de- 


monetizing stiver without tbe knowledge 
and approval of tbe American people,' 
eto 
(Platform ) 


Tbe act of 1S7S did not demonetize ull- 


ver, as is claimed by tola sentence of tbe 
platform. 
Tbe aot itself, 'says in specific 


terms that "this aot sbaftjnot be constru- 
ed to affect any aot done?flight accrued or 
penalty Incurred tinder former acts, but 
every such .right U hereby saved," thus 
clearly stating that it did not demonetize 
any of tbe coins an'thoilzecl prior to that 
date, while every one of the four bundled 
and fifty million standard si Her dollars 
coined since the passage of that aot is and 
has constantly been a full legal tender, 
and none of them is or has been demone 
tlzed. 


The act of 1873 was not passed "with 


out the knowledge and approval of tbe 
American people" as the platform asserts 
It was submitted to oongrneg in April 
1870, printed thirteen fimes, discussed at 
intervals until January 1, 1873 (nearly 
three years), tbe debates and discussions 
filling 144 pages of the Congressional 
Record, which was published dally dur 
Ing tbe sessions In which It was dis 
oussed, Tbe American people bad ample 
opportunlty'to know all of ifs provisions 
and that there was no popular disopprov 
al of it IB shown by tbe faot that 113 of 
tbe members of tbe {house whlob passed 1 
were re-eleoted, many of them continuing 
to serve in congress to tbe end of tbelr 
lives, while several'are still members o: 
that body, notably William M. Stewart 
of Nevada, wbo voted for toe bill ace 
wbo, in a epoech tiullvered on June 13 
1874, said: "Tbe laboring man and the 
producer is entitled to bavo his product 
aud his labor measured by tbe same 
standard ot value that measures your na 
tloiial debt. You require from the labor- 
Ing man gold to pay tho Interest on your 
national debt, which is right, which can 
not be avoided It you mean to save na 
tlonal honor; bnt tben give him tho same 
money with which to pay that debt. 
Tbe question will never be decided untl 
you determine tbe single question wbeth 
er the laboring man Is entitled to havo a 
gold dollar If be earns it, or whether 
you are going to cheat him witb some 
thing else."

(Platform.) 


It bas not "resulted In the appreciation 


of gold," because gold ban not appreolat 
ed 
An article "appreciates" In valu 


only when tbere Is an Increased demand 
for It either because of the reduction In 
tha quantity or an enlarged need for it In 
tbo current affairs of life. The figures o 
tbe best statisticians show that tbo gold 
coin of tbe world und tbe total ruouey o 
the world have Increased much mori 
rapidly than tbe population since 1873 
hence tbe absurdity of tbe claim that I 
bas "appreciated In value, as tbe amonn 
for cnob Individual in the world bai 
greatly Increased since the passage of tbi 
act In question. Tbe gold money of the 
world bas more than doubled slnco 1873 
tbo silver money of the world bos nearly 
or quite trebled in that lime and the pa 
pel money has also increased largely 
while tbo population of the world bas in 
oreased only 95 per cent in the satnu pc 
rlod. It Is thus evident that tbe tota 
amount of money for each individual in 
tbe world is much greater than in 187!! 
and that there can thus be no increase; 
por capita demand for gold and hence no 
"appreciation" in its Vilue, wbilo tbe ac 
that a large proportion of the business o 
tbe woild Is uow performed w'th checks 
drafts and other forms of credit wlthoir 
the direct use of money further reduoei 
tbo demand upon gold 
Tbe rnlnei o: 


trje world produce more gold today than 
they produced of gold and sliver together 
in 1878, the sliver production of today i 
in arly three times what it was in 187B 
and tbe amount of silver now annuall; 
coined Is more than was produced from 
the mines of the world In 1875 
Ibo 


number of silver dollars coined In tbe 
United States In tbo fiscal year just endec 
was two and a bait times as many as lu 
tbe entire history of the mints prior to 
1873 and tbe total number of full !ega 
tender dollars coined by our mints since 
1873 is 56 times as many as were- coined 
In the entire history of the mint prior to 
tbo aot of 1873. 


The breach in the Democratic ranks, or 


rather tbe numerous breaches continue to 
widen. Congressman Bailey celebrated 
tbo closing day of tbe discussion of tbe 
tariff bill in tbe house by declaring that 
he would never "ote for free wool so long 
as manufactured woolens wero taxed. 
The Democrats wbo voted for the Dingley 
bill when It lirst passed trie bouse, voted 
for It again oo its final passage and sun- 
dry other members Indicated by tbelr 
speeches and by votes oci pending amend 
rnent" to tbe bill that they bad forever 
abandoned the free trade theories of tho 
Democratic party 
On the ocber hand, 


ho gold wing and the sliver wing of tbe 
}arty are constantly pulling wider apart, 
and on general questions of currency ro 
form Its members are equally divided

CANNING VEGETABLES. 


Pea*, Henna and Tomatoes Cheap**

The manner of preserving vegetables 


for winter use is now so sample that 
one prefers to prepare her own and have 
them in glnss jars, these being better 
than the vegetables to be purchased in 
tin cans and less expensive, lor tie jars 
may be used a number of years vt ith the 
addition o{ only new rubber bands. 


An important, item is to make sure 


that the jars and covers arc perfectly 
fitting, thus being air tight. \Yhen 
filled they should b« kept in o dark, cool 
place, 
i 


Green peas claim attention very soon, 


as the early pickings seem the sweetest 
and best for canning. Wash the peab 
and reject all imperfect ones. Fill the 
jar nith the peas,, shaking them down 
closely nnd filling it to the brim. Pour 
over the pens cold water, letting every 
little space between the vegetable be 
filled. When no more bubbles come on 
the water and the jar ovorllovis fit the 
covers on securely. 
Stand the rilled 


jars in a boiler of water, placing-them 
upon a wooden rock or goracthing; to 
prevent their coming directly into con- 
tact vtith ihc bottom of the 
boiler. 


Place the boiler over the fire and let 
the water boil over thn jars for three 
hours. If the water in the jars evap- 
oiutes so the jars are not full, upon no 
account remove the covers to fill them

Itipc tomatoes maj be canned whole, 


and kept perfectly, without the usual 
cooking.

When the peel has 
been removed, take out the stem end 
so no green remains. Pack ns many of 
the peeled tomatoes in. the jar us can 
be put in, having them whole if posai- 
blp, though any too large may be cut 
into halves. Press the tomatoes 
as, 


closely to gcther as possible without 
breaking thorn. Turn over the packed 
fruit boiling water, pouring it in slow- 
ly, so the liquid will run into all the lit- 
tle crevices, und allow the jar to over- 
flow before screwing on the fitted cover. 
As each jnr is filled with the boiling 
water nnd covered stand it in i\ tub, 
boiler or some large vessel that has 
been filled with boiling water, having 
the water deep enough to completely 
cover the jars. When all the jars nre 
in the water cover the vessel holding- 
them with a rug or blanket and let it 
remain until the water becomes cold. 
As the jars nre taken from the water 
tighten the covers if they have loosened, 
but on no account lift them off. When 
flic jnrs arc opened to use the tomatoes 
the surplus water with the fruit may 
be drained out and not used. 


This manner of preserving tomatoes 


whole has been well tested and without 
the loss of, a single jar, the fruit com- 
ing out fresher and nicer than when 
cooked as in the former mode of can- 
ning,—N. Y. Sun,

company at Chicago, says in his tele- 
gram: "We fear- trouble, and want you 
to convoy us out of Behring Sea." 


This message put everybody about tho 


treasury department on tho move, with a 
view to granting the request for a rovenne 
cutter. 
There, has been a suggestion that 


the services ot the Bear, commanded by 
Captain Hooper, would be the most ao 
ceptable If it could be spared, but it was 
ascertained that this would not bo prac- 
ticable, as the vessel could not reach there 
iu time. 


But the request for assistance will not 


bo disregarded by the treasury depart- 
ment, particularly as It Is understood 
that upward of $2,000,000 worth of gold 
dirt will DO aboard the Alaska company's 
vessel when it starts south.

It Is reported that In several 
Instances tbiee or four ladles, have united 
their financial resources for the purpose 
of grubstaking a man In the now Eldo- 
rado 
One woman has put her two child- 


ren Into "a home" and will go with her 
husband. The excitement causes a great 
boom In certain business lines In this 
city. Some firms ate employing two sets 
of clerks and keep their stores open day 
and night. The stocks of goods In many 
lines are exhausted. It was reported 
early In the week that not a pair of heavy 
blankets, socks or rubber boots could be 
bought in the city. A small woolen mill 
near the city is running day and night on 
goods suitable for the Klondyke trade 


It Is cnlculated that it will take from 


five to seven hundred dollars to furnish a 
proper outfit and provisions to keep a 
man for a yenr In the "digging." About 
a ton of provisions Is generally conceded 
to be a proper amount for one person for 
13 months and It Is regarded as unsafe to 
provide for a shorter time. There seems 
to be a general fear that great suffering 
and possibly many deaths from starvation 
will occur during the coming winter and 
spring because of the great Immigration.
